Will Aid UNO Parents 


A new day care center is 
scheduled to open August 20 at 
the Prom Town House, 70th & 
Dodge. The new facilities will 
accommodate up to 80 children 
and will include evening care 
and an Early Childhood Enrich- 
ment Program. 

“We have set up a program to 
further develop _ individual 
choice,” said Sister LaVerne 
Schwartze, who heads the day 
care program for the Center for 
Educational Services, inc. “A 
young child is experiencing a 
new world. We hope to help with 


a positive involvement.” Sister: 


Schwartze holds a Masters 
Degree in elementary and early 
childhood education and has 


worked with the Montessori 
method for teaching children. 


Working with Sister 
Schwartze are Sharon 
Schroeder, who will assist 


during the day time sessions, 
and Josie Byrnes, who will 
manage the evening sessions. 
Both are certified and experi- 
enced teachers who specialized 
in early childhood education. 
The new day care center 
allows for the enrollment of 
children for full days and Mon- 
day through Briday from 7:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. for two or three 
days a week. Half-day pro- 
‘grams are also offered, as well 
as special drop-in care and 
evening care. Sister Schwartze 


said that those with irregular 
schedules may work out an 
arrangement for their child with 


‘the center's officials. 


Evening care facilities will be 
provided for pre-school and 
grade-school children from 
5:30 to 10 p.m. 

Day care fees are tax deduc- 
tible, and the new center will 
allow fee reductions for addi- 
tional children in the “same 
family. 

Sister Schwartze emphasized 
that parents enroll children 
now, as children are accepted at 
the center in the ordenthey are 
received.

Tuesday, August 7, to achieve a - 


quorum for its last meeting of 
the summer. Important legisla- 
tion that still remains pending 
includes the Student Govern- 
ment 1973-74 budget, approval 
of Debbie Magee, Tom 
McCormick, and Bill Maddox to 
attend the National Student 
Association (NSA) convention 
in Florida at the end of this 
month, and the status of the 
UNO Record Shop: 

Since the next senate meet- 
ing will not be held until the 
beginning of the fall semester, a 
problem arises concerning 
UNO's*® representation at the 
NSA convention. Legally, the 
Senate must approve its 
representatives to the conven- 
tion. The necessary approval 
has not been attained for lack of 

- a quorum at the last three meet- 
ings of the senate. 

Student Government 
President Dave Parker stated 
that the three selected 


representatives will attend the 
NSA convention. He maintains 
that the Senate Executive Com- 
mittee approved the three to 
attend the convention, and this 
is all that is necessary since 
there will not be another Senate 
meeting before the conven- 
tion. 

The status of the UNO Record 
Shop, as with the 1973-74 
budget, will remain in doubt 
until this fall. 

The Record Shop was closed 
by the University adminis- 
tration earlier this summer be- 
cause of its continuing deficit. 
Tha administration, however, 
offered student government the 
opportunity to re-open the shop 
if it would assume the neces- 
sary responsibilities for its 
finances. 

President Parker stated that 
he was confident ‘that the 
budget issue and the Record 
Shop problem will be solved 
quickly once the Senate begins 
its regular session in the fall.

Sixty-five years isn't all that 
long. Perhaps it was mere 
chance that a woman was never 
hired. But that’s all in the past 
now, because in July UNO's 
Physical Plant hired Betty 
Rogers for the grounds crew. 


Just four months ago the 


mother of five was living in Port- 
land, Oregon with no idea that 
her next job would be on the 
custodial crew at UMO. After 
three months at UNO shetrans- 
ferred to the grounds crew for 
the best of reasons — more 
money. , 

Rogers’ day begins at 7 a.m. 
and she spends the entire day 
outside. During a normal day 
she “pulls weeds, and trims 
trees.” She explained that the 
university has a system where 
they take a week and teach 
someone a specific job. The 
next week you teach someone 
else what you've learned.” Last 
week she said she worked on 
trash removal. 

in response to the question of 
how she is treated by the men 
she~works with Rogers ex- 
plained that this is not the first 
time she has worked with an all- 
male crew. At UNO they are “for 
the most part very considerate. 
One day | offered to help move 
some railroad ties and they 
refused.” Her male co-workers 


e brou 


i 
ght this familiar sign up to date. . 
explained that they were afraid 
she would hurt herself. 

Rogers admitted that it gets 
pretty hot in the sun all day, but 
there are periodic breaks. “They 
took the time before | got the 
job, to explain the duties so I'd 
know what was required,” she 
said. 

The job is a changing one but 
Rogers has had quite a varied 
background. She has helda pri- 
vate pilot's license since 1947 
and she is a professional para- 
chutist. In 1949 she was quite an 
attraction as the only female 
parachutist in an air show. 


The jobs at UNO involve more 
than just a willingness to work, 
Rogers explained. “Take grass 
cutting. It isn’t just cutting 
grass, we have to learn how to 
take care of the machines, 
sharpen the blades, and so on.” 


This winter is something to 
which she is looking forward. “I 
really don’t know what I’m 
going to do, but I'll be expected 
to shovel the snow, drive the 
snow plow, or whatever is 
required.” 


When asked what her feelings 
were about Women's 
Liberation, she replied, “I don't 
even know what women's lib is 
for or against.” Regardiess, 
Betty Rogers likes itat UNO and 
feels at home with her new job.

Shakespeare, in his. history 
plays, chose to place the final 
lines of the play in the mouth of 
the character of highest rank of 
nobility. A marvelous parallel 
was drawn on opening night at 
the Firehouse Theatre. More 
about that later. 

The story of Garson Kanin’s 
Born Yesterday, for those two 
or three of you who are not 
familiar with this Pulitzer Prize 
winner, is interestingly simple. 
Big time, pulled up by 
bootstraps (egad) junk dealer 
“owns” a dippy broad whois too 
dumb to know that she “owns” 
him, legally at least. Having 
been forced into the Washing- 
ton, D.C. malestrom, junk 
dealer decides dippy broad 
needs. some smarts and hires 
bespectacled idealist to 
educate her. Dippy broad 
decides to educate 
’ bespectacied idealist, not in the 
same curriculum, however. 
Both educationsare sufficiently 
accomplished. DB assumes 
rightful role and squares away 
JD; BI assumes rightful role and 
is squared away by DB; 
audience assumes rightful role 
and is convulsed inthe process. 
Entire rightful role procedure is 


delightfully abetted by IA 
(inebreated attorney). 
Oddly enough, the only 


opening night problems which 
were noticeable were exhibited 
by Herman O. Arbeit, the junk 
dealer (HARRY BROCK). Mr. 
Arbeit’s rather impressive 
program credits lead one to 
expect an impeccable per- 
formance. Such was not the 
case. His obvious tendency to 
play Brock for nothing but 
laughs (with occasional third 
act exceptions) justdidn'twork. 
One is lead to wonder if every 
imported artist in the local 
dinner theatre scene feels 
compelled to “show the locals 
how to perform.” More than one 
of the other character's laughs 
were stepped on by Mr. Arbeit’s 
premature delivery. Opening 
night timing problems? 
perhaps, but doubtful. 

The character of BILLIE 
DAWN, (dippy broad) should 
and must be played one of two 
ways: brilliantly or not at all. 
Janet Maddux opted for the 
former. Numerous 
comparisons to the character 
created by Judy Holiday were 
overheard. That's a pretty high 
compliment.
